WILSON DELIVERED 6000 WORD MESSAGE 


Washington, April 2.—The United States are at war 


President Wilson stated in an epic speech on American 
rights that stirred a joint sesion of the new 65 th Congress 
and a jammed gallery to depths of emotion and numbered 
possibly "the gage of battle with Germany." It is now up 
to Congress to take action on the President's express and 
implied wishes. It is expected that Congress will pass a 
bill within a week declaring that a state of war exists, or 
one more drastic that will link the United Stales with the 
"forces of humanity" in a struggle against German do- 
main. 


This is taken to mean that the country's fullest re- 


sources, men, clothing, money, munitions, food and all 
other necessities will be used unstintingly against Prussian 
militarism. It will certainly mean the overthrow of 
Prussian militarism and put an end to war's domain, back- 
ed by a world court—the pasing of jingoism and restora- 
tion of justice. 


The President declared in his address that the recent 


acts of Germany were acts of war. 
The President urged 


Congres sto increase the army and the navy forces of the 
nation. 


The President's address scheduled for midafternoon 


was delayed owing to the slow organization of the House.

WILSON DELIVERED 6000 WORD MESSAGE 


Washington, April 2.—The United States are at war 


President Wilson stated in an epic speech on American 
rights that stirred a joint sesion of the new 65 th Congress 
and a jammed gallery to depths of emotion and numbered 
possibly "the gage of battle with Germany." It is now up 
to Congress to take action on the President's express and 
implied wishes. It is expected that Congress will pass a 
bill within a week declaring that a state of war exists, or 
one more drastic that will link the United Stales with the 
"forces of humanity" in a struggle against German do- 
main. 


This is taken to mean that the country's fullest re- 


sources, men, clothing, money, munitions, food and all 
other necessities will be used unstintingly against Prussian 
militarism. It will certainly mean the overthrow of 
Prussian militarism and put an end to war's domain, back- 
ed by a world court—the pasing of jingoism and restora- 
tion of justice. 


The President declared in his address that the recent 


acts of Germany were acts of war. 
The President urged 


Congres sto increase the army and the navy forces of the 
nation.
